result of crushing defeat.

| The gift has been tendered by the 
donors as “an abiding token of good 


will between both Parliaments,” and 
as been gratefully accepted as such 


by the Canadian House of Commons. 
The chair is an exact copy of the 
Speaker’s Chair in the House of 
Commons (designed by Pugin, who 
was Barry's assistant, in. the build- 
ing of the New Palace of Westmins- 
ter), which has been used since the 
pecupalion of the present vhamber 
by the Commons in 1852. Like the 
original, the replica is a beautiful 
example of carved oak. It stands 
13ft. Gin., surmounted by a canopy 
bearing the Royal Arms, which are 
carved in a piece of old oak taken 
from: the roof of Westminster Hall. 
The seat of the chair is upholstered 
in green leather. The right jamb of 


the chair is inscribed: — “Manus } 


justa nardus; memor et fidelis mens 

conscia recti”; and on the left jamb 
is inscribed: — “Nec  prece_ nec 
retio; libertas in legibus; hosti 
onori invidia; laus Deo.” 


The replica was executed by : 


Messrs. Harry Hems and Sons, of 
Wxeter, under the direction of Sir 
Frank Baines, of the Office of 
Works. It was recently on view 
“at the rooms of the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association, Westminster 
Hall, when the Speaker and a large 
party of Lords and Commons, were 
received by Sir H. d’Eville, secretary 
of the association, and Mr, T. Wil- 
son, Clerk of Works and Deputy 
Keeper of Westminster Hall. Ac- 
companying the chair is a fgamed 
roll of parchment, ornamentally in- 
scribed as follows:— 

“This replica of the Speaker's 
Chair in- the House of Commons, at 
Westminster, {3 herewith presented 
to the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa by the United Kingdom branch 
of the Empire Parliamentary As- 
sociation, comprising members of 
both Houses, asa fitting symbol of 
the great Parliamentary tradition 
which binds together the free na- 
tions of the British Commonwealth.” 

The scroll jz signed: — “Birken-, 

. head. Lord Chancellor; James W. 
Lowcher, Speaker of the House of 
Commons, Joint President, Empire 
‘Parliamentary Association, 3!nited 
Kingdom branch, Westminster Hall.” 

Formerly the Canadian Speaker, 
on leaving office, was entitled to 
take away the chair in which he sat 
as a perquisite, but this perquisite 
will now be lost.

HOW TO BOIL BEEF 


If a piece of beef is plunged into boiling water 
or very hot fat, the albumen on the entire surface 
of the meat is ‘quickly coagulated, and the envel- 
oping crust thus formed: resists the dissolving ac- 
tion of the water, and prevents the escape of the 
juices and flavoring matters. Thus cooked ‘the 
meat retains most of its flavoring and has the de- 
sired angaty taste. 


The resulting broth is correspondingly poor. 


gee ete 


The foregoing statements will be of much 
help in the rational cooking of meats in water.. 


The treatment depends largely upon what 
it is desired to do. It.is impossible to make a rich 
broth and have a juicy, highly-flavored piece of 
boiled meat at the same time. ‘If the meat alone is 
to be used, the cooking in water should be as fol- 
lows: 


Plunge the cut at once into a generous supply 
of boiling water and keep the water at boiling 
point, or as near boiling point as possible, for ten 
minutes, in order to coagulate the.albumen and 
seal the pores of the meat; the coating thus formed 
will prevent the solvent action of the water and 
the escape of the soluble albumen and juices from 
the inner part of the meat. 


But if the action of the boiling should be con- 
tinued the whole interior of the meat would in time 
be brought near the temperature of boiling water, 
and all the albumen would be coagulated and ren- 
dered hard. 


Instead of keeping the water at boiling tem- 
perature (212 Deg., Fahr.), therefore the temper- 
ature should be allowed to fall to about 180 Deg., 
Fahr., when the meat could be thoroughly cooked 
without becoming hard. 


A longer time will be required for cooking 
meat in this way, but the albumen will not be firm- 
ly coagulated and the flesh will be tender and 
juicy instead of tough and dry, as will be the case 
when the water is kept boiling or nearly boiling 
during the entire time of the cooking.
